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THE SPEAKERSHIP.

There is evident desire in several
sections of the democratic party to
make the selection of a Speaker for
the House hinge upon whether free-
traders or protectionists are in the
ascendency in the next congress.

Such a contest would be suicidal
to the demoecracy, and could not but
divide the representatives of that or-
gamzation at Washington upon doc-
trines which have not been advocated
or approved by that party, and be
just such a mistake as its enemies
have predicted it would fall into pre-
viously to the presidential election.

The masin object of the democracy
heretofore has been to conserve
liberty, and leave industry to
exert its powers as it pleased. The
greatest obstacle that has been en-
countered by it 1s the taxation meces-
sary for modern government, which
not only imposes heavy personal bur-
dens, but lessens individual sbility to
meet them. The constitution pro-
vides oniy two ways of raising gov-
ernmental revenues, the levying of
duties and the imposition of direct
taxes. The democratic party has in-
terpsed no objection to the latter
when nationa) necessity rendered re-
sort to them unavoidable ; but at the
same time it has always regarded
direct taxation as especially burden-
some and detrimental, and insisted
that levies of it ought to be temporary
and always to cease and be withdrawn
with the passing away of the neces-
sity that justified them. Furthermore,
neither the so-called free trade nor
protection democrat favor increase of
direct taxation, without which a free
trade administration cannot be sup-
ported. In fact, had the republicans
in congress seen fit to bave wholly
abolished the internsl revenue system
last winter, such action would have
received as large a democratic en-
dorsement as was given to the bill
materially reducing it.

In view of all this, and the further
fact that with the abolishment of
direct taxation next winter it will be
impossible to construct a sufficient
and judicious revenue tariff that will
not impart to industry and enterprise
all the encouragement and protection
they have a right to expect, it is diffi-
cult to conceive why the democracy
in congress should divide as free
traders and protectionists, or how
that could be done without departure
from democratic traditions. Certainly
there is no necessity for such a divis-
ion, or the least occasion for the adop-
tion of any other test in the selection
of a speaker than that of superior
fitness for the position.
